Menlo Park residents now 
support 90 per cent of the cost

If the local library is with- 
drawn from the county sys- 
tem, it is felt that residents of 
nearby unincorporated areas 
will give support to the local 
facility. 

These highlights of current 
thinking om the part of the 
Menlo Park board of library 
trustees were recapped this 
week in a summary of argu- 
ments concerning the library’s 
proposed withdrawal of the 
local library from the county 
system. 

It was published in the 
“Menlo Bookmark,” regular 
monthly publication of the 
Menlo Park Friends of the 
Library. 

It backgrounded the discus- 
sion between members of the 
library board and the Menlo 
Park city council Oct. 15. 

“On withdrawing from the 
county library tax, the city 
would collect the money now 
collected by the county from 
city residents and the tax, now 
pegged at 16.49 cents, would be 
spent for local library service 
as determined by the library 
Hoard and city council,” the 
newsletter said. 

“Current assessed valuation 
of the city is about $62,200,000. 
City residents will therefore 
pay about $102,567 to the coun- 
ty this year for library service, 
in addition to city library budg- 
et.”

“1; While approximately 40 
percent of registered cardhold- 
‘ers live outside the city, more 
than 90 percent of library sup- 
port in city and county taxes 
comes from city residents.

“2: City and county officials 
agree that this is not business- 
like and no agreement on how 
much the county should con- 
tribute to the Menlo Park li- 
brary is possible. A direct con- 
tract agreement is accepted 
business procedure and is wide- 
ly used in the state. The cities 
of Redwood City and Daly City 
pow have direct contract agree- 
ments with the county library 
for part of their service and

ice for non-resident use. 

“3: Once out of the county 
library tax the city will not 
be automatically obligated to 
serve non-residents, but will be 
able to require the county to 
provide reimbursement in eith- 
er cash or service. Some of 
this reimbursement could en- 
able some of the existing sup- 
port to be applied to needed 
building expansion. The library 
board wishes to continue serv- 
ice to residents of Atherton and 
adjacent unincorporated areas. 

“4: The amount of money re- 
‘ceived from the county in the 
present city-county library re- 
lationship has become the 
source of an annual struggle. 
Originally conceived as a reim- 
bursement for the major por- 
tion of the library salaries, no 
agreement on valid principle 
‘has been reached and will re- 
main a disputed item unless 
the city withdraws from the 
county library tax.

League of Women Voters 
Does Valuable Work 


This week, the South San Mateo county unit of the 
League of Women Voters opened its annual financial drive. 
It’s a modest sort of a fundraiser; all that’s being sought 

is $2200. 

If the record of performance is any guide, the money 
won't be poorly spent. The local LWV unit has a long and 
impressive record of public service —renting halls for 
“candidates’ nights” (which ought to be better attended 
than they are), maintaining a “watchdog” program in which 
members attend meetings of area governmental bodies, 
publication of data on nonpartisan political measures, and 
a host of other services. 

It may seem as though these activities can be main- 
tained by dues and other levies on the membership. This 
isn’t the case, though. To assemble and make available 
information to the public at large as well as the membership 
requires a considerable amount of expense. In the printing 
trade, we're aware of the cost of paper; though most families 
don’t usually figure it in the budget, stamps can be a con- 
siderable expense, if the mailing list is long enough; rental 
of halls for public meetings isn’t cheap, either. 

Not all of the activities of the League of Women 
Voters is financed out of the proceeds of the annual drive, 
however. The bulk of the research and “watchdog” and 
publicity work of the League is done by volunteer mem- 
bers. 

What makes all this of value to the community is that 
the League makes the nonpartisan results of its studies 
available to the public at large. 

If called upon—or if willing to recognize that you 
probably can profit by learning more about the area’s 
politics — you can do no better than to support the current 
League of Women Voters’ fund drive.

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Boys’ Club Support 
A Good Investment 


Next month, there'll be people in the field, campaign- 
ing for funds for the Menlo Park Boys’ club. Some $125,000 
is being sought, to finance construction of a building which 
will contain a gymnasium, library, club rooms and shops. 

Seriously, we can’t see a better long-range investment. 

You might not get a tangible return on it, in the form 
of a dividend check or a regular, once-a-week handful of 
cash. But you'll get dividends, nonetheless. 
how this works: 

Suppose, out of several hundred boys who might be 
expected to visit the boys’ club (once it’s built) on a regular 
basis every year, maybe 50 might become inspired some 
how. 


Let’s explore 


Let’s suppose that 10 — who might otherwise not have 
done so — decide to go on to college. 

Another 10 or so discover that they're good at using 
their hands in arts and crafts. 

A few more might discover the value of sportsmanship, 


and the joy of becoming proficient and skillful and coordi- 
nated in various sports. 

Others might develop a liking for reading or discussion 
or find a new social awareness. 

Let’s be totally pessimistic in our projections. 

Let’s guess that out of our 50 inspired ones, we turn 
out only one invidual who becomes a college graduate. 
Let’s suppose that of the “arts and crafts” group, only one 
turns professional and he becomes something like a “non 
objective modern” painter — which can means he amounts 
to nothing, or has reached some new zenith of artistic 
expression, depending upon your own point of view about 
these things. 

Let’s suggest that of the sportsmen, a handful retain 
a slightly greater respect for an opponent than they other- 
wise would have had. 

It adds up to a better, more comfortable, friendlier 
world. And the boys of today, who will be the adults to- 
morrow, are the ones who are going to have to put it to- 
gether. 


We reject at the outset the argument that “you should 
support the boys’ club because it’s valuable in combatting 
juvenile delinquency.” To do so is to assign a boys’ club 
the status of a sort of a “pre-jail”— an institution whose 
voluntary members are there as a substitute for stealing, 
beating people up, or engaging in other criminal activities. 
A boys’ club is no such place for the simple reason that 
boys, basically, aren’t bad. It is true that fewer of them 
will stray into activities which are described as “anti-social” 
if they have some place to go, other than a street corner or 
parking lot. It is also true that parents can't keep them 
home, because it seems to be the nature of young male 
animals to roam around somewhat. 

But getting back to the investment aspect: Supposing, 
out of our boys’ club, we manage to turn a handful of indi- 
viduals who, through association and attitude, are able to 
make the world a little friendlier. Nothing more than that.

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Municipal Report: 


East Palo Alto: How 


Commercial development of 
the East Palo Alto-Belle Haven 
area has been a recent thing. 

So has been the apartment 
development in the area. 

Both categories of develop- 
ment have come since Bay- 
shore Highway became a free- 
way — and the ‘“tembstone” 
on the Willow Road overpass 
fixes this at 1956. 

As was noted earlier, East 
Palo Alto became known as 
“Whiskey Gulch” well before 
World War II, well supported 
by Palo Altans whe couldn't 
face up to the fact that there 
were drinkers in that town. 

As far as other merchandis- 
ing is concerned, one must con- 
sider: There wasn’t enough of 
it to support, through advertis- 
ing, a newspaper until 1953. 

It’s true, of course, that ma- 
ny newspapermen hed looked 
the area over. As early as 1946, 
a couple of San Jose people 
had looked at the possibilities 
and decided that there wasn’t 
enough revenue to make it at- 
tractive for them to quit their 
jobs, invest in expensive capi- 
tal equipment, and set up shop. 

According to recollection, ac- 
tually, there was only one ma- 
jor market in the town at the 
timethe Recorder’s sister publi- 
cation, the Ravenswood Post.

The Belle Haven association 
with the city of Menlo Park 
didn’t take place until 1948. 

At that time, the “storm sew- 
er catch basins” with no under- 
ground connections began to 
show the fault and the fact that 
that street lights didn’t work 
in some areas also seemed to 
require attention. 

Readers of this series of ar- 
ticles will recall statements 
about promotional selling of 
Belle Haven area lots in the 
late 1920s. 

This doesn’t mean that the 
lots sold were immediately 
built upon. 

In fact, there were only a 
couple of houses built between 
the time of the subdivision of 
the tract in 1926 and the end 
of World War II — and you 
can spot these easily by their 
architecture on a drive through 
the area.

25 Years Ago: 


‘Recorder’ 
Noted 
Anniversary 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 
years ago this week, the fol- 
lowing items, here repre- 
duced exactly as first pub 
lished, were news in the 
young community. 


October 14, 1938: 


With this issue of the Re- 
corder, the paper enters on the 
sixteenth year of its existence, 
and during all of that time 
with the exception of the first 
three months it has been own- 
ed by its present publishers, 
Mr. and Mrs. L. E. Harris. The 
policy of the paper and its 
publishers has always been to 
help Menlo Park grow and be- 
come better and more widely 
known than it has been in the 
past. 


During these 15 years the 
Recorder has made a host of 
friends for itself and its pub- 
lishers, but as all newspapers 
do, it has in some cases not ad- 
vocated movements that some 
of its readers desired. This is 
only natural but the publishers 
are aware of these facts and 
hope that these differences 
which have gone by have been 
forgotten by all concerned, and 
that in the future we may all 
pull together. 

During the coming year the 
Publishers of the Menlo Park 
Recorder wish to again pledge 
themselves and the policy of 
the paper to the assistance of 
the upbuilding of both Menlo 
Park and the civic, fraternal 
and religious bodies of the city 
and the county of San Mateo. 

The publishers invite sug- 
gestions that will heip both the 
city and the paper, and asks 
that any items of interest may 
be sent in for publication in its 
columns.

five or six years after the war, 
there were still enough streets 
with no houses on them to al- 
low the area to be used as a 
vast “lovers' lane” most eve- 
nings.

The Belle Haven area and 
the then equally undeveloped 
area of unincorporated East 
Palo Alto could have formed 
a municipality, but the “one 
acre and independence” people 
were in control in what's now 
called the East Palo Alto area, 
and to them municipal govern- 
ment of any kind appeared to 
be obnoxious. 

Menlo Park at the time had 
a policy — and still does — to 
the effect that an area could 
annex to the city, if its own 
residents took the initiative. 

The Belle Haven Mutual Im- 
provement Association took the 
initiative. 

It took considerable gerry- 
mandering and officials at St. 
Patrick’s Seminary and the 
Menlo Park Veterans’ Hospital

had to be persuaded, but the 
outcome was that Menlo Park 
annexed the Belle Haven “tri- 
angle.” 

Building houses, which at the 
time was the biggest industry 
in Menlo Park, continued. 

Developers in Belle Haven 
contacted the owners of vari- 
ous lots and built houses on 
them. 

Aftet the easily - available 
owners or heirs of original 
purchasers had been contacted 
developers had to go further 
afield. 

At one point, builders went 
to the extreme of contacting 
a woman in India who owned 
some slight share of a lot in 
Belle Haven. They needed her 
name on a document so they 
could build a house. 

On another occasion, they 
wrote to a resident of Texas 
who had paid a small down pay- 
ment on a lot in 1928 and nev- 
er developed it. Her reply was 
that all decisions regarding her 
property would be made 
through the Baptist church. 

When Bayshore Highway was 
cut through, the Belle Haven 
real estate promoters had add- 
ed its frontage to their list of 
“commercial” properties avail- 
able. 

This meant that the Belle 


Haven triangle — about a mile 
in extent on each of its three 
sides — had two linear miles 
of “commercial” land and 1100 
homesites in the interior. 

It wasn’t until the 1952 mas- 
ter plan study for Menlo Park 
that a trained planner was coll- 
ed in. 

He immediately stated that 
the number of homes in the ar- 
ea could never support the 
commercial development indi- 
cated. 

The city of Menlo Park 
thereupon began to rezone the 
property, disregarding most of 
the previous real estate pro- 
moters’ promises. 

It was known at the time 
that Bayshore Highway would 
sooner or later be made into a 
freeway; it also was noticed 
that “commercial” lots along 
Willow Road east of the high. 
way had not developed as such. 

So the city council, amid cri- 
ticism, rezoned the Bayshore 
and Willow Road frontages for 
apartment houses in consider- 
ation of the relatively inflated 
prices people had paid for 
these lots as “commercial” po- 
tential. 

That’s how it is that there 
are apartments fronting on 
Bayshore frontage road and 
Willow Road today.

Affairs of State: 


Interim Committee Shakeup 
Delays Some Assembly Studies 


The last echoes of the parti- 
san battle at last summer’s 
special session over exclusive 
control of Assembly commit- 
tees by the majority party have 
now lost themselves in the dis- 
tance. 

A new shake-up of that 
house’s committee structure 
has just been completed which 
will have a great influence on 
interim and other future work 
on subjects which have impor- 
tant statewide implications. 

It will be recalled that the 
final action on this committee 
matter was a change in the 
rules to remove Republican 
Assemblymen from chairman- 
ships or _ vice-chairmanships 
which they held. The effect 
of this change was to leave 
open the chairmanships of four 
major committees, those on 
agriculture, government orga- 
nization, legislative representa- 
tion, and livestock and dairies. 
Without heads, it was impos- 
sible for these groups to sched- 
ule activities, even though bills 
and other measures had been 
referred to them for study. 

This temporary delay has 
now been at least partially 
ended by a new realignment 
of committees. Acting under 
the new rule, the Speaker 
has consolidated into one the 
committees on agriculture 
and livestock and dairies. In 
a move surprising to many, 
he at the same time combin- 
ed the committees on manu- 
facturing, oil and mining in- 
dustries, and public utilities 
and corporations, into one. 

Chairmen of both these lat- 
ter groups are Democrats. The 
head of the head of the public utilities com- utilities com-

mittee was given the chairman- 
shiv of the new agricultural 
body. The chairman of the 
manufacturing and oil commit- 
tee was assigned the top spot 
in the combined business 
groups. 

The work of the committee 
on legislative representation 
was turned over to the Assem- 
bly rules committee. The only 
matter not finally decided was 
the fate of the committee on 
government organization. 

Membership on the combined 
committees was left unchang- 
ed, which means that for the 
time being at least, the agri- 
cultural group will have 20 
members, and the business, 24. 
The overall effect was to re- 
duce the number of Assembly 
committees by three, and per- 
haps eventually, four. 

A number of bills, a constitu 
tional amendment, and many 
resolutions had _ previously 
been assigned to the four ori¢i- 
nal groups for interim study 
Investigation of the matters in- 
volved will be taken up by the 
new committees. Two public 
hearings already scheduled, 
one on state control of natural 
gas prices, the other on zoning 
of sand and gravel pits, will be 
held by the new business com- 
mittee at the times and places 
previously set. 

Several major subjects are 
on the agenda of the new com- 
mittees. The agricultural group 
has before it the knotty prob- 
lem of assessment of agr 
tural land, on which a propos 
constitutional amendment was 
lost in the 1962 election by a 
small margin. 

Also before it are a study of 
agricultural chemicals and con- 
trols on them, a proposa! for 
creation of an agricultural de- 
velopment commission, and an 
investigation of food packaging 
practices. 

The business committee, in 
addition to the natural gas 
problem, will take up the oper- 
ations of the public utilities 
commission, pay TV, charter 
bus operations by local govern- 
ments, and petroleum market- 
ing practices, including “gas 
price wars.”

$77% million. A careful study 
of the breakdown of rates will 
show the county has reduced 
its rate about 2% cents. Some 
school districts have lowered, 
some raised.

Soon to Open: 
"Moving Day’ 
Complex 

At Museum 


In 22 years the San Mateo 
County Historical Museum 
has grown from a classroom 
at the College of San Mateo 
to a $100,000 building on the 
new campus. 

To acquaint the people of 
this area with the activities 
and the numerous displays in 
the museum, members from 
the Writing for Publication 
Class at the college have au- 
thored a series of articles. 

The third of these articles 
appears below.—Ed.

Do you remember the last 
time you moved? The thought 
alone produces bad dreams. 
My anti-nomadic complex 
stems from the days when my 
Dad bought and sold homes the 
way some people do cars. Back 
then Mother wrapped each 
piece of bric-a-brac and her 
cherished Lenox in newspaper 
and packed it into barrels along 
with enough cut glass to open 
her own museum. My job was 
keeping her supplied with the 
right size wrapper, so over the 
years I didn’t grow up. I cut up! 

Transient Army life was ev- 
en worse. Once, given 24 hours 
to clear a post of our worldly 
belongings, we were aided by 
GI packers. They packed any- 
thing, anywhere! For the dura- 
tion the spices tasted like Cha- 
nel 5, and my perfumes smell- 
ed of ground cloves. 

But this bad dream is 
sheer fantasy along side of 
the nightmare confronting 
Dr. Frank Stanger, director 
of the San Mateo County 
Historical Museum. His task 
is to transfer the records and 
relics of San Mateo’s growing 
pains to the new museum on 
College Heights. The records 
are no problem, but the rel- 
ics are dogs of another tale! 

In the old building on San 
Mateo Drive I picked my way 
gingerly among crates of Pony 
‘Express Bulletins, reams of 
county archives and other such 
packables as a West Point class 
album, vintage 1868. No prob- 
lem here; only weeks of work. 

One room apparently was de- 
signated as a cache for the sort 
of shapeless treasure that 
would even cause my mother to 
shudder! A zither, frail with 
age, and a cast iron cherry pit- 
ter, or the weight from old 
Montara lighthouse are incom- 
patible in the same crate. Nor 
could Dr. Stanger pair a puff- 
ing iron for  leg-o-mutton 
sleeves wih a Southern Pacific 
conductor’s lantern or the 1865 
version of a pocket light com- 
plete with candle. Boot jacks 
and button hooks might ride 
with an acetylene bicycle lamp, 
but only GIs would stash Cap- 
tain Taylor’s 1870 first aid kit 
of etched aromatic bottles Ain 
a barrel-type butter churn! 
Once packed, weight becomes 
another problem. Each item 
must be catalogued and tagged 
for moving. 

And, oh! the heft of pack- 
ed books! There are goodies 
like an 1852 speller or the 
“Principles of Rhetoric,” 
1883, along with McGuffy’s 
Reader. What is a mantua? 
Do you know? The answer 
can be found in Noah Web- 
ster’s Dictionary, circa 1875. 

Indicative not only of the 
enormity of the curator’s prob- 
lem, but of the rooms furnish- 
ed by some of the museum piec- 
es, was an assortment of magni- 

ficent. monsters. The bed of 
Antoine Borel belies moving 
anywhere. (Imagine trying to 
clean under it)) With legs like 
newel posts, the ornate walnut 
headboard reigns supremely 
eight feet high, a noble dust- 
eatcher. The carving is sharp 
and ibrittle. So are the fragile 
spinning wheel, a platform cra- 
dle with its bisque baby, and a 
delicate melodeon. 

I recall the “tender, loving 
care” given each leg and peg 
of our antinque whatnot, and 
as Dr. Stanger related the his- 
toric interest of one similar, I 
felt that these symbols of our 
county’s heritage were in lov- 
ing hands. 

He gently picked up an elon- 
gated and varnished box which 

he, personally, had made. 
“These were too precious to be 
packed by anyone else,” he ex- 
plained and carefully brought 
out the contents. 

“Gifts from Mrs. J.H.P. 
Howard,” he said, and hand- 
ed me a carved ivory-staffed 
silk parasol. Nestled in tissue 
with it were two tortoise- 
shell Spanish combs. “Mrs. 
Howard contributed many 
things to the museum,” he 
mused as we moved on. 

His eyes twinkled as he led 
me to the least packable but 
most movable relic of all. He 
ran his hand along the trace of 

| a surrey-with-the-fringe-on-top. 
“Tf I can find a harness to fit 
T’ll hitch it to a horse and ride 
up the hill in style!” 

I, for one, am thankful the 
Herculean task of packing and 
moving wasn’t mine! My credo

Book: 


New History of S.M. County 
Connects Area Past to Present 


By ROGER FREEBERG 


San Mateo county has deep 
roots in history. 

It has tradition. 

It has associative ties with 
San Francisco, which include 
those of family, business, re- 
ligion and society. 

These things become more 
evident as one reads “South 
From San Francisco,” written 
by Dr. Frank M. Stanger, di- 
rector of the county museum 
and sponsored by the San Ma- 
teo County Historical Associ- 
ation. Officially, it will be pub- 
lished later this week. 

Most of the residents of San 
Mateo county—and hopefully, 
the readers of these lines— 
haven’t been here too long; the 
big influx of population came 
since the end of World War II. 

To get acquainted with what 
has gone before—who did what 
and how he did it, on a conver- 
sational basis—one can do no 
better than read Dr. Stanger’s 
work, which is informal, cheer- 
ful and well illustrated with 
pictures, which show how life 
was lived here in the period 
between when the missionaries, 
came in 1776 until the modern 
age. 

As a matter of fact, many of 
the pictures haven’t been pub- 
lished before. 

The book treats the county’s 
history in chronological order,

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county development dictate 
that coastside history has to be 
treated separately from the 
mainstream of bayside develop- 
ment. Also, government orga- 
nization of the cities is handled 
as a separate thing. 

Enthusiasts for the local 
scene will find the book a little 
short on details. There’s no 
mention of the original 1874 
incorporation of Menlo Park, 
nor are there published details 
of the eucalyptus tree planting, 
which in the years since has 
done so much to establish the 
scenery of the north peninsula. 

But there are lot of other 
things to be considered. For 
instance, there’s Dr. Stanger’s 
wonderful assemblage of facts 
and statements regarding the 
county’s original incorporation 
election. 

There’s an awareness ex- 
pressed throughout the book, 
on how present problems are 
logical outcomes of things that 
have happened in the past. 
And there are detailed ac- 
counts of how the relationship 
between San Francisco and San 
Mateo counties has been main- 
tained or eroded, depending on 
the politics of the time. 

It’s a “county” history—as 
it should be—not a collection 
of “city” histories. Dr. Stanger 
and the historical association 
have every right to be proud 
of it. 

If you’re a “newcomer” who 
has been here 20 years or less, 
you can make no better liter- 
ary investment than to buy 
this volume, if you want to 
know what went on before you 
came. 

Following official publica- 
tion of the book Saturday, you 
can order copies from the San 
Mateo county Historical Asso- 
ciation, College of San Mateo 
Campus, San Mateo, Calif. If 
local history is an interest of 
yours, you'll be glad you did.

ORDINANCE NO. 394 


An_ Ordinance of the City of Menlo 
Park Regulating Truck Traffic and 
Prescribing Weight Limits Upon the 
San Francisquito Creek Bridge at 
Alpine Road Within the City of 
Menlo Park. 

WHEREAS, the bridge crossing San 
Francisquto Creek at Alpine Road in 
the City of Menlo Park is in part a 
city street and is in a dangerous and 
unsafe condition and is in need of 
repair; and 

WHEREAS, pending said repair the 
weight of vehicles crossing said bridge 
must be regulated; 
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NOW, THEREFORE, the City Coun- 
cil of the City of Menlo Park does 
ordain: 4 

Section 1. Weight Limits. No vehicle 
exceeding the gross weight of five tons 
shall traverse, travel upon, use, or be 
permitted to traverse, travel upon or 
use that portion of the bridge crossing 
San Francisquito Creek at Alpine R 
in the City of Menlo Park. 


Section 2. Exceptions. The provisions 
of this ordinance shall not be applicbale 
to any “authorized emergency vehicle” 
as the same may be defined by the 
Vehicle Code of the State of California. 

Section 3. Violation a Misdemeanor. 
Any violation of this ordinance shall 
constitute a misdemeanor and each 
such violation shall constitute a sepa- 
rate misdemeanor, punishable by a fine 
of not to exceed $300.00, or imprison- 
ment in the County Jail of San Mateo 
County, California, not exceeding 30 
days, or by both such fine and im- 
Prisonment.

Report Today 
On Crusade 
Progress Here 


The second report will be 
made today on progress of the 
1963 United Crusade campaign 
in San Mateo County, which 
last week had raised $127,222, 
The luncheon meeting will be 
at the Hillsdale Inn in San Ma- 
teo, site of subsequent reports 
ee October 31 and November 
14. 


County Campaign Chair- 
man Leonard J. Bardsley 
said last week’s figure placed 
the county in fourth place 
among the five bay area 
counties involved. The coun- 
ty goal is $660,000 and the 
five-county UBAC goal is 
$11,407,000. 

Commerce and industry divi- 
sion vice-chairman Fred Walk- 
er reported last week that his 
division had raised 14.5 per 
cent of its goal of $383,601. 

The business division was re- 
ported to have raised $3,937 for 
19.9 per cent of its goal. The 
education division was listed at 
$714 for 2.4 per cent of its goal. 

The public employees divi- 
sion was reported to have 
$2,472 for 10.5 per cent. 

The residential division, 
“manned” by 6500 women vol- 
unteers plus a handful of men 
in Pacifica, has reported 33.7 
per cent of its goal of $176,283. 

The professional division re- 
Ported $5,035 or 17.2 per cent 
of its goal.

An investment group headed 
by the Palo Alto real estate 
firm of Cornish & Carey has 
just secured title to a 153 acre 
parcel of ground in Woodside, 
it was announced today by 
Charles J. Keenan, spokesman 
for the buyers. 

The property is located in a 
large naturally wooded area 
surrounded by Whiskey Hill 
Road on the west; Woodside 
Road on the north; Moore 
Road on the east; and, Sand 
Hill Road on the south.

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Postmaster Has 
AnnualWordon 
Overseas Mail 


It’s getting to be that time 
again. And in anticipation of 
the holiday season, Menlo Park 
postmaster Harry B. Morey 
this week reminded residents 
that Yuletide packages should 
be mailed early, if destined for 
overseas. 

Actually, the final date for 
mailing to most other countries 
with assurance that the pack- 
ages will be received, is Dec. 
10. For Europe, as compared 
with the other continents, the 
date can be advanced even fur- 
ther, to Dec. 15, because of 
better service. 

The postmaster added an- 
other thought: Most parcels 
mailed overseas require some 
sort of a customs declaration. 

“In order to save time and 
avoid delay at the postoffice,” 
he averred, “persons are asked 
to secure their customs declar- 
ation forms, from postal clerks, 
prior to mailing the parcels. 

“This enables the patrons to 
have the declaration form fill- 
ed in and attached to the par- 
cel, thus expediting their ac- 
ceptance for mailing.” 

And a final word of warning 
was issued by Morey: Packages 
destined for overseas should be 
substantial enough to stand the 
trip. 

The closing dates given 
above, he said, applied only to 
parcels shipped by air mail. 

Those being transported by 
surface means should be ship- 
ped earlier.
